An attempted bomb outrage near 
the Brenner Pass was reported by 
the German Radio. “Three men 
were captured by Blackshirt rail- 
wav guards near the Brenner line,” 
said the announcer. ‘‘ They had a 
bomb, with which they intended to 
blow up the line and cut the traffic. 
It was found that they were Com- 
munists. They were at once shot 
in the nearest village.”’ 

Rome Radio broadcast a procla- 
mation by the German occupation, 
authorities, threatening the death 
penalty to all Italians found in 
possession of weapons after Septem- 
ber 15. 

There have been several clashes 
hetween Franco-Italian units and 
the Germans near Chambery and 
Aix-les-Bains, where the former are 
endeavouring to keep the Cenis- 
Modane line closed, according to 
Madrid reports. French partisan 
commanders are stated to have 
taken possession of large quantities 
of Italian stores and arms, including 
mountain artillery.

41 Italian Ships

LGIERS radio last night 
A reported that 41 Italian ships 
are now in Allied ports.

The Fifth Army is locked in 
desperate, bloody fighting near 
Salerno. The Allies are battling 
With a determined enemy, who are 
entrenched in strong positions on the 
hills several miles inland. 

‘The Germans are counter-attacking 
with tanks. Allied armour has also 
been landed, but there are no reports 
yet of armoured clashes. 

The battle is described as being a 
series of Sey attacks and counter- 
attacks. e fighting is much more 
severe than after the landings in 
Sicily and North Africa. A series 
of counter-attacks made with tanks 
in the past 48 hours has been beaten 
back. 

There was very heavy fighting 
about two miles north of Salerno on 
the Naples road and on the risin 
ground dominating the bay. Allied 
troops have not yet succeeded in 
wresting all the surrounding hills 
from the Germans, and in many 
places German batteries are shelling 
them. On the main road south from 
Salerno the highway is reported to 
be clear.

Right to” 
Educate 
Children 


at Home 


HE right of parents under the 
Constitution to educate their 
children at home was part of 

the defence in a school attendance 
case at Mullingar District Court. 

If the defending. solicitor were 
right in his submission, said Dis- 
trict Justice Beatty, it would 
nullify the whole School Attendance 
Act. He adjourned the case for a 
fortnight so that he might loc into 
the matter. 

The case was one in which 
Nicholas Hand, Crookedwood, Mul- 
lingar, was summoned for failing to 
send his child, Mary,. to school. 
Evidence was given that the child, 
who was aged six years and three 
months, was absent six days from 
school, The notice served on the de- 
fendant expired on August 5th, and 
the school closed for the summer 
recess on August 6th. The child 
had reached the age of six years on 
July 29th. 

Mr. D. P. Shaw, solicitor, de- 
fending, said it appeared that the 
child should have been at school on 
only one day. The defence, he said, 
was that the child was receiving 

roper education from its parents. 

{rs. Hand was prepared to send 
the child to school, but not under 
compulsion. If the summons was 
withdrawn she would send the child 
to school. 

Lhe child, said Mr. Shaw, had 
been given a minimum. education, 
and Article 42 of the Constitution 
providess..‘ Parents..shall be free to 

rovide educatidn in their homes or 
in private schools, or in schools. re- 
cognised or established by the State; 
the State shall not oblige parents, in 
violation of their conscience and law- 
fu) preference, to send their children 
to schools established by the State 
or to any particular type of school 
designated by the State.” 

Mr. Shaw said the education could 
be provided by the parent, as laid 
dowr in the. Constitution. In the 
School Attendance Act of 1926 one 
of the reasonable excuses for failure 
to comply with the Act was “that 
the child.is receiving suitable elemen- 
tary education in some manner other 
than hy attending a national or 
other suitable school.’’ The Con- 
stitution was enacted, he said, after 
the School Attendance Act of 1926, 
and the Act must be read in or in- 
corporated with the Constitution. 
The Constitution, he remarked, was 
puramount. 9 


STATE'S POSITION 


Superintendent, O'Sullivan said the 
case was a very serious one from 
the point of view of the School 
Attendance Officers. 

Mr. Shaw quoted Mr. Justice 
O’Sullivan in the Supreme Court on 
construing Article 44 (2) (a) of the 
Constitution: ‘‘Speaking generally, 
it appears to us that these articles 
contemplate that normally the right 
and duty of educating children is 
vested in parents, and that it is only 
in exceptional cases—where the 

arents neglect their duty—that the 

tate is entitled to interfere, and 
then only to the limited extent 
mentioned in Article 42.” 

The Justice said that, if that be 
right, nobody need send a child to 
girl unless it, was proved that, the 
child was not, receiving the minimum 
education. He would have to’ see 
whether the onus was on the State 
to prove that the minimum educa- 
tion was not, being given to the child, 
or the parents to prove that, if was.

OVIET forces have broken 
through the German defences, 
and captured Bryansk rail- 
way junctions, Nos. 1 and 2, 
Moscow announced last night. 

South of .Bryansk City. the Red 
Army troops, who forced a 
crossing of the Desna: River 


on Sunday, have established, 


a bridgehead there, according 
to.a German News Agency 
message. 

A later German message reports 
a hbreak-through—in depth— 
S.W. of Kharkov. 

“ The Russian offensive is moving 
towards a new olimax,’’ 
Reuter’s Correspondent cables. 

Bryansk railway junctions are 
about two and a half miles south- 
east of the town. They are the 
meeting-place of the main trunk lines 
from Smolensk in the nerth-west, 
Kaluga in the north, Orel and Kursk 
to the east, Kharkov to the south, 
and Gomel to the south-west. Latest 
maps show a distance of over half 
a mile between the two junctions. 
The city of Bryansk is on the 
opposite side of the Desna from the 
railway junction. 

Hali-a-dozen major German sat 
holds are now directly threatened, 
Reuter’s Correspondent cables from 
Moscow. Bryansk is virtually sur- 
rounded. Nezhin, on the road to 
Kiev, is under shell-fire. In the south 
the 100-mile front is moving forward 
between Chaplino, on the road to 
Dnepropetrovsk, and the Azoy sea- 
port of Berdyansk, while its centre 
is approaching the junction of Pologi, 
commanding rail.routes to Zaporozhe 
and the Crimea line above Melitopol.

Reuter’s Military Correspondent 
says that the battle for Bryansk is 
entering its final stages, and that the 
capture of the two main railway 
junctions to Smolensk and Gomel 

as deprived the Germans of the 
most valuable assets Bryansk held 
for them. The towm itself is likely 
to share the fate of Orel in the next 
24 hours, he states. 

Bryansk ranked with Orel as one 
of the great ke 
ing the approaches to Moscow, and 
in nearly two years’. occupation the 
Germans had built the most 
elaborate defence works, . stored 
with immense quantities of food and 
equipment.

Salamaua aerodrome lies roughly, 
two miles south of the town, the 
houses, concentrated along a narrow 
neck a mile long and 300 yards 
wide, connecting fhe peninsula with 
the mainland.
